Q. My lemons are developing 
properly, but the end of them 
appears to become water 
soaked and rot at maturity. 
What is wrong? 


A. This problem is called 
Stylar End Rot. Lemons, 
Limes, and Calamondins de- 
velop a breakdown of the rind 
‘on the blossom or stylar end of 
the fruit during the summer 
and beginning of fall. The 
Blossom end of the fruit 
+ appears to have a water-soaked 
grayish tan агеќ at the onset of 
the disease. It progresses to 
affect one-third to one-half of 
the rind; which will remain firm 
but give a sunken appearance. 
«Finally, the flesh will collapse 
beneath the affected rind and 
the core becomes water-soaked. 
Affected fruits are then 
invaded by various decay 
organisms. In the early stages 
of the breakdown, this disease 
appears to be of physiological 
origin as no micro-organisms 


can be recovered from the 


affected tissues, Stylar End Rot 
is more prevalent where there 
is excessive moisture 9r when 
fruit has a thin rind. It is 
seldom seen during the cooler 
‘weather: Using a Teramzer mgn 
( potash such as 488 will 
usually reduce the amount of 
‘breakdown. If a lawn sprinkler 
is near the tree, it should have a 
shield to reduce the amount of 
water reachingthe tree.

Comparing guarantees 
should be an important part of 
your shopping. Don't wait until 
the product fails or needs 
repair to find out how good the 
guarantee is. The time to 
become familiar with the terms

Be particularly wary of 
so-calléd unconditional war- 
ranties. There are always 
limitations or conditions. Get 
all promises/in writing. A 
salesman who is unwilling to 
put his promises in writing is 
not the man to deal with.

According to legend, remnants of the manger at Bethlehem were brought to Italy 
by early Christians. Bo It is not. surprising that some 1300 years later, St. Francis of Assisi 
should have chosen to renew its spirit and meaning in the hermitage of Greccio in 
the Umbrian mountains. 

“I desire to represent the birth of that Child in Bethlehem in such a way that with 
our bodily eyes we may see all that He suffered for lack of the necessities (ога new- 
born babe, and how he lay n the manger between the ok and ass.” 

His friend, Giovanni Vellita, proce to carry out these instructions, setting up 
a life-size manger with straw and a live ox and.ass. Members of the community posed 
as Mary, Joseph and the Shepherds and a wax figure of the Christ Child was ced in 
the manger, A great throng assembled to worship at the site on Christmas 1223. 
Many songs and hymns were sung, and so impressive &nd awe-inspiring was the 
ceremony, that Greccio assumed the fame of a second Bethlehem as the news spread 
ar and wide. 5 

Inspired by St, Francis, artisans and craftsmen began:to make miniature manger 
scenes for thelr homes, and the creches spread all oter Ehrope.

Power Saw 
Safety 


There are over 50 mil- 
lion power tools in use in 
workshops throughout the 
country by everyone from 
weekend handymen to profes- 
sional carpenters. The U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission estimates that 
over 40,000, people ‘annually 


receive hospital emergency 
room treatment for injuries 
sustained from either station- 
ary or powered portable saws. 

The most frequent in- 
juries are cuts to the hand, 
bur often they are more seri- 
ous and result in accidental 
amputation of fingers. Failure 
to ensure that electrically 
powered saws are properly 
and adequately grounded can 
result in a fatal shock. 


Malfunctioning parts, 
such as safety guards on port- 
able circular saws which fail 
to retract after the cut is 
made, may result in an 
dent. However, from in- 
depth investigations, the 
Commission has found many 
power saw accidents happen 
because of improper use or in- 
attention by the person 
operating the saw. Many ac- 
cident victims had their 
hands drawn into the blade as 
they looked away for just a 
moment. 

When operating a table 
saw, keep the surrounding 
area -free of: sawdust and 
scraps. One man slipped on 
some accumulated sawdust 


and tried to break his fall by 
grabbing the table. Instead, 
his hand hit the blade and 
several fingers were cut off. 


Always use the guards 
that are furnished with saws 
and use push-sticks during 
ripping operations.
